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To offset Congress losses 

Zionists jockeying 
for foreign policy

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — The Israeli 
lobby, stung by a series of major defeats in 
the U.S. congressional elections, is moving 
quickly to capture foreign policy control of 
the incoming Reagan administration and 
thereby offset its losses in Congress. 

Pro-Zionist figures are stepping in to key 
slots in the foreign policy advisory apparatus 
of president-elect Reagan's transition team. 
Political analysts expect these figures to try to 
block the appointment of persons with pro- 
Arab or balanced Middle East views to 
cabinet posts and other important positions 
in the new Administration. 

The pro- Israeli advisers aTe also expected 
to encourage the development of an 
administration policy which views Israel as 
the centerpiece of American military and 
Strategic planning for the Middle East. 

it is not yet dear wheiner the Zionists will 
prevail, however, since they are expected to 
face strong opposition from members of 
Reagan's inner circle, who regard a balanced 
Middle East policy as essential to American 
business interests in the Arab world. 

Leader of the pro- Israeli faction on 
Reagan's transition team is Richard Allen, 
who returned to the Reagan oiganization 
Thursday only a week after he had resigned 
as chief foreign policy adviser. Allen had 
stepped down from the campaign to avoid 
political repercussions over press reports he 
had used his position with the Nixon 
administration in the 1 970s to further his per- 
sonal business interests. 

At his press conference Thursday. Reagan 
announced Allen would serve as a senior 
adviser to the transition team and a member 
of the foreign policy transition board. Prior to 
this announcement, Reagan aides said Allen 
would be appointed to the transition team as 
Reagan's way of saying " thank you ” for 
Allens loyalty during the campaign. The 
aides inristed he wouiu not receive s high-, 
level position in the new administration. 

But Friday there were reports Allen was 
still being considered for the post of National 
Security Adviser to the president. At his news 
conference, Reagan also confirmed that 
three prominent Democrats — Sen. Henry 
Jackson of Washington, Sen. Richard Stone 
of Florida and Attorney Edward Bennett 
Williams — would serve on his foreign policy 
transition board. Two of these men — Jack- 
son and Stone — are among Israel's staun- 
chest supporters in Washington. 

The appointment of Jackson was not unex- 
pected. As a prominent conservative Democ- 
rat and advocate of a strong UJS. military 
posture, he has been tipped as a likely candi- 
date for secretary of defense in the Reagan 
administration. 

Stone’s appointment to the foreign policy 
team, however, came as somewhat of a sur- 
prise to Washington observers. As a liberal 

Hostages still 
with students 

TEHRAN, Nov. 8 (AFP) — The “Islamic 
students” holding the American hostages 
have still not handed them over to the Iranian 
government, sources dose to Prime Minister 
Muhammad Aii Rajai said Saturday.

Democrat. Stone is an ideological opponent 
of the conservative " new right” Republi- 
cans who built Reagan into a national figure. 

Stone, who has chaired the foreign rela- 
tions Middle East subcommittee during the 
96th Congress, was defeated during the 
primary elections in his bid for a second term 
in the Senate. While congressional staffers 
say Stone, who is Jewish, is not a committed 
Zionist, sources in the Carter administration 
have described him as an obstacle to a bal- 
anced Middle East policy. 

Several days before the presidential elec- 
tion, Tom Dine, the newly appointed execu- 
tive director of the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee ( Is reel's registered lobby- 
ing ann here), said the Reagan organization 
was considering appointing Stone to the key 
post of deputy secretary of state. This would 
be a major setback for Arab interests, anal- 
ysts said. 

Campaign sources say president-elect 
Reagan has not yet derided how to proceed 
on Middle Easr issues, despite his pro-Israeli' 
campaign rhetoric. “ His campaign state- 
ments were simply designed to attract Jewish 
voters,” one source said." Reagan is really a 
dean slate, as far as the Middle East is con- 
cerned. He has a lot to learn. And it will 
depend on who is advising him. ” 

The Israeli lobby is trying to build up a 
solid wail of Zionist advisers around Reagan, 
to isolate him from pro-Arab and balanced 
influences, another source said. Whether this 
strategy will succeed or not depends on 
counter-efforts by those inner- circle suppor- 
ters of Reagan who have had corporate and 
other links with the Arab world and who 
favor increasing U.S.-Arab cooperation. 

These supporters indude George Shultz, 
president of Bechtel Corp. and a likely candi- 
date for secretary of state; Caspar Wein- 
berger, vice-president of Bechtel and one of 
Reagan’s closest- advisere: William Simon, 
former u -a-airy secretar and candidate for a 
cabinet ■>*/. * Lirwv Navy c^.Tetary J.

Begin leaves for U.S. 


TEL AVIV, Nov. 8 ( AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Menabem Begin left Saturday for the 
United States on a visit that aides are trying to 
expand to in dude a meeting with President- 
elect Ronald Reagan. 

On the eve of his departure, Israeli officials 
indicated they saw no harm in a postponement 
of another Camp David- like summit and sev- 
eral sources said the election of the 69-vear- 
old Republican may be favorable for Israel. 

Begin has been invited to the White House 
for talks with President Jimmy Carter on the 
stalled negotiations with Egypt over auton- 
omy for Palestinians in Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritory. 

He was also trying to arrange a meeting 
with Reagan, who said Thursday that “ I real- 
ize the necessity of contact” with Begin and 
hinted it might occur later this month. 
Reagan did not commit himself to a meeting 
during the prime minister's 10-day tour, 
however. ' 

Begin’ s visit is unofficial and makes him 4 
the fust major foreign leader to seek a visir 
with Reagan in the United Statesvimce me 
election.

Ghotbzadeh arrested in Iran 


TEHRAN, Nov. 8 (R) — Former Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh 
has been arrested after he criticized’ the 
running of the state broadcasting service 
during a television debate, a spokesman 
for Tehran’s Evin Prison said Saturday. 

Ghotbzadeh, who left the foreign minis- 
try in September after the Formation cm a 
new government under Prime Minister 
Mohammad Aii Rajai, was arrested Fri- 
day afternoon, the spokesman said. 

The Jomkuri -ye -Eslami (Islamic 
Republic) newspaper said the authorities 
were also seeking Muhammad 
Moballeghi-Islami, former deputy 
director-general of the broadcasting ser- 
vice, who appeared with Ghotbzadeh in 
the debate on Thursday. 

In the debate on the broadcasting ser- 
vice’s second channel, both men criticized 
the running of the first channel which is 
controlled by Islamic fundamentalists. 

Hie Iranian supreme defense council 1 s 
propaganda office said in a statement Fri- 
day that. Dr. Moballeghi-Islami and 
Ghotzbadeh had “created pessimism 
toward the country’s officials and caused 
concern to Iran's Muslim nation.” 

The Evin Prison spokesman said no 
charges had been laid yet against Ghotz- 
badeh. His arrest followed a fierce power 
struggle in the broadcasting service, called

Both Ghotzbadeh and Dr.

Chatd debores war 


OIC chief appeals to Iran, Iraq

JEDDAH, Nov. 8 — The 40- member 
Organization of Islamic Conference Saturday 
a gain appealed to Iran and Iraq for a hair in 
fighting in the Gulf. 

The appeal came on the advent of the 15th 
century of the Islamic calendar, bringing OIC 
Secretary General Habib Chatti to note how 
“deplorable" it was that parts of the Islamic 
world are torn by war. 

Already causing tremendous losses in life 
and property, this war, Chatti said, consti- 
tutes a general danger to the whole area. He 
also warned of “alien” interference. 

The conflict could lead to other differences 
and other conflicts in the Islamic world. 
Chatti said, that could only benefit enemies 
of Islamic. 

Whatever hardships the Muslims face, 
Chatti went on, they could take heart in the 
example of endurance, patience and struggle 
of the Holy Prophet, whose flight from Mecca 
to Medina marked the beginning of the 
Islamic calendar 1400 years ago. 

“The Muslims, following the footsteps of 
their prophet, have a noble message to spread 
in this world,” Chatti said- “And this can only 
be done if they unite, reform their society and 
remove the sequels of colonialism.” 

Chatti said the prayed to God that the new 
Hijra year would see Muslims usher in a new 
era in which God would allow the liberation 


of the Al-Aqsa mosque — Islam’s first Qibla, 
or direction for prayer, and third holiest 
shrine. 

He said he also prayed for victory for the 
"valiant” people of Palestine struggling 
under the leadership of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) to free their land 
and establish an independent state. 

Moreover, he said he wished the Afghan 
freedom fighters success in liberating then- 
country from Soviet occupation. 

Armed with the Muslim faith and thanks to 
their countries' natural wealth and human 
potential. Chatti said Muslims can overcome 
obstacles and meet challenges to ensure a 



better future. However, they must realize 
that tiiis new century opens with Muslims 
bearing considerably more responsibilities 
than those in the last, he explained. 

Only through solidarity, he emphasized, 
could they repel the challenges created by the 
remnants of colonialism in the area. 

Two major periods marked the last cen- 
tury, Chatti said. The fust three -quartets 
were dominated by colonialism, which meant 
the squandering of the region's resources and 
the “enslavement" of its people. 

But the last quarter was one of national 
awakening, the time when people arose and 
managed to free themselves. All countries 
readied for and found independence, he said, 
except Palestine, where a hostile Israeli entity 
remained.

In general, Israelis say Reagan's strong 
posture toward the Soviet Union will boost 
Israel 1 s position in U.S. strategy plans. They 
also recalled that Carter launched his 
Mideast policy by calling for a Palestinian 
homeland and attacking Israel for its Jewish 
settlements in occupied territories. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union appears to 
. have been more surprised by the tone and 
timing than the content of foreign policy 
rf.^urV>'.«?j‘ Reagan, observers. in Moscow 
said Saturday. 

Although Reagan was relatively vague 
about foreign policy during his campaign, he 
unequivocally condemned “Soviet agres- 
sion” at both his news conference Friday and 
in an interview with Time magazine released 
after his sweeping election, victory Tuesday. 

The comments come at a time when Carter 
has become the scapegoat of the Soviet press 
for the ups and downs of detente, while the 
Communist Party paper Pravda Saturday 
cited Reagan's more moderate foreign policy 
remarks made towards the end of his cam- 
paign.

RIYADH. Nov. 8 (SPA) — King Khaled 
sent a cable to Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev Friday congratulating him on the 
occasion of the national day celebrations. 

The Soviet Union celebrated the 63rd 
anniversary of the Bolshevik Revolution with 
a military parade in Moscow’s Red Square. 

Saudi Arabia maintains no diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, but the leader^ of 
the two countries usually exchange con- 
gratulatory messages on formal occasions. 

The King also congratulated Ivory Coast 
President Felix Houphouet Boigny on his 
coma try's national day. King Khaled told 
President Boigny: "On your country’s 
national day, I would tike to express to yon, 
cm behalf of the people and government of 
the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia and on my 
personal behalf, our cordial congratulations. 

I wish you health and happiness and the 
friendly people of the Ivory Coast further 
progress and success.” 

The King Saturday received a message 
from Sultan Qaboos ibn Said of Oman. The 
message was handed to the King by Interior 
Minister Badr ibn Saud ibn Mohareb. The 
meeting was attended by Crown Prince Fahd; 
.Minister of Defense and Aviation, Prince 
Sultan; Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al- 
Faisal; and Omani Ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia Ibrahim Al-Harethi. Mohareb 
arrived in Riyadh earlier in the day. 

King Khaled also received Saturday Turk- 
ish Foreign Minister filer Turkmen who 
handed him a message from Turkish Presi- 
dent Gen. Kansan ivrin. Prince Fahd, Prince 
Sultan. Prince Saud and the Turkish ambas- 
sador, Fikret Bereket, attended the meeting. 
Later on Ivrin met with Prince Saud. 


U.S. policy change in M.E. unlikely

VIENNA. Nov 8 ( AP) — A three-day con- 
ference on problems of Jerusalem and Pales- 
tine ended here Friday with American par- 
ticipants expressing doubts that the present 
Middle East situation will greatly change 

under President-elect Ronald Reagan. 

Invited by the non-government interna- 
tional Progress Organization (IPO), some 
120 international law experts, human rights 
activists, Arabs and Jews joined the four 
themes of the conference. 


Among the Americans were former U -S. 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark, Professor 
W.T. TmaOison of the George Washington 
University and Professor Norton Mezwinsky 
of the Central Connecticut State College. 

Mezwinsky .a professor of history at a press 
conference pointed out that President-elect 
Reagan in his news conference the previous 
night had made “some things dear” when he 
announced the names of his major political 
advisers.

BEIRUT, Nov. 8 (AP) — Iran mid Iraq 
reported fresh land and sea battles Saturday 
as the war on the Northern fringe of the Ara- 
bian Gulf flared into its 48th day. An Iraqi 
communique broadcast by Baghdad Radio 
claimed 27 Iranian troops were killed in fight- 
ing on the northern and eastern approaches 
of Iran's oil refining city of Abadan. It con- 
ceded eight Iraqi "martyrs.” 

Tehran Radio said Abandarfs defenders 
prevented enemy infantry and armor from 
moving in on die beleaguered city that is 
Iran's last stronghold on die embattled Shatt 
A1 Arab waterway. Iran disclosed that former 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh was 
arrested in Tehran. He has been critical of 
government and media handling of the war. 

The Baghdad communique claimed two 
Iranian gunboats were sank in Shatt A1 Arab 
and a steamboat in the Kanin River off the ‘ 
Iraqi-held Iranian port of Khonamshahr. • 

Iran claimed Friday ni g ht two Iraqi naval 
vessels were sunk in a sea battle near die 
mouth of Shatt Ai-Arab. The rival claims 
indicate the Iranians might be trying to run 
supplies to the hard-pressed Abadan, garrison 
by sea. The city has been besieged by Iraqi 
forces for three weeks. 

An Iraqi commander in Khnrr amshahr , IQ 
miles of Abadan, told reporters his invading 
forces have been waiting for two weeks for 
orders to cross the city’s bridge cm the Katun * 
river mid capture Abadan. “But this is politi- 
cal decision,'' said para troop Col. Ahmed 
Hashim. 

A capture of Abadan, which provided 60 
per cent of Iran's pre-war fuel needs, would 
give Iraq full control over the 120-mile (193 
km) Shatt A1 Arab, the border estuary that is 
Iraq's only outlet to the Arabian Gulf. 

Meanwhile, Iranian Prime Minister 
Muhammad Aii Rajai was quoted here 
Saturday as saying that he expected the 
Iraqi-Iranian conflict to lead to the itoflapse 
of the Iraqi administration and that Arab 
v ohm tee re were fighting with Irani aosagainst - 
Iraq. - k * r- . 

Specking to the pro-Libyan daily - news- 



paper Ax -Safir, Rajai said “We believe that 
continuation in this manner will definitely 
lead to the loss of contact between the two 
rides (people and government in Iraq) and 
collapse of the regime.” 

Rajai said there were many Muslim Arab 
militants fighting on the Iranian ride, bat he 
gave no numbers or nationalities. 

He said that even if Iraq were entitled toa 
“few kilometer^' as it claimed, that did not 
justify deamination of villages and civilians 
or occupation of territory not mentioned in 
the 1975 agreement settling then border tfis- 
_pute. 

Iraqi officials Saturday described as 
ridiculous Iranian claims that its oil minis ter, 
Muhammad Javad Tonguyan, had been tor- 
tured after his capture by Iraqi forties. . 

The Iranian government said it had com- 
plained to the International Red Grass that; 
the minis ter was now said tor be fighting for 
his life in hospital after being taken prisoner 
eight days ago in the war zone. 

“The Iranians are liars. Tonguyan was not- 
kidnapped as they alleged but was taken pris- 
oner during fieroe fighting in a war zone. In 
that situation people can get injured. It is 
ridiculous to say he has been tortured,” one 
official said. Iraqi sources said tite minister 
had undergone surgery arid was now outnof 
danger. . 

The relentless Iraq- Iran hostilities -have 
defied early-on predictions that both sides 
would run out of firepower and the will to 
fight, and that the Arab-Perrian ford would 
quiet into a negotiated standdowu,then pro- 
longed negotiations. 

-Neither side, though, appears on the verge, 
of quieting its guns. One change in the pat; 
tern of fighting has been the slackened use of 
air power. Iran reported its U^. -built Phan- 
tom fighter jets attacked installations in 
northern Iraq Friday, bnt this was the only 
reported instance of an air attack, and one of 
the few in the past week.

RIYADH, Nov. 8 (SPA) — King. Khaled 
wifl dedicate Medina's new desalination plant 
on Dec. 6. The plant, near Yanbu. on the 
Red Sea, will produce 25 million gallons of 
drinking water a day, in addition to 250,000 
kilowatts of electric power. 

The water will be supplied to Medina by 
two 32-diameter, 176 kilometer pipelines, 
according to Dr. Abdul Rahman AJrSbeakh, 
the minister of agriculture and water and 
head erf the Saline Water Conversion Corpo- 


ration. He also said that the plant will supply 
Yfflibn with water through a 24 mch diame- 
ter, 50-kilometer pipeline. 

The minister said that pumping stations 
have been set up along the pipeline up to 
Medina. Two reservoirs of a capacity of 
20,000 cubic meters each have also been 
built He added that the water which will be 
pumped to Medina will help stop the draining 
of subterranean -water and save it for agricul- 
ture purposes. The construction of the plant 
began in 1978.

“UNESCO is taking part in the 
program to highlight the meaning of Hegira 
(Prophet Muhammad’s immigration from 
Mecca to Medina) in the world, in addition to 
the leading role of Islam in the development 
of humanity, which often has been neg- 
lected,” M'bow said.

ALKHOBAR, Nov. 8 — The container 
ship Addiriyadh, belonging to the United 
Arab Shipping Company, was registered 
under the Saudi Arabian flag last week. 

The United Arab Shipping Company is 
completely owned by the governments of 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates, malting it the 
national flag of those countries. 

Under the articles erf agreement signed by 
Ministers of Communication and Finance at 
the formation of the company in 1976, the 
ships are to be registered in the owner coun- 
tries in proportion to the amount of author- 
ized capital, to which the countries subscribe.

The AdtSriyadh was the first ship to be 
registered under the Saudi flag, on Oct 30, 
Reggie Wills, manager of UASCs Saudi 
offices, said that the other 11 ships will be 
registered here as they return to the Gulf. 
UASC operates lines to Europe, the North 
American Atlantic coast, the Far East and 
between India and the United States. 

The other owners of the USAC have sub- 
scribed to an equal amount of the share capi- 
tal, except for Bahrain, which subscribed to 
KD6 million (SR74.6 million).

I was sitting in the company of some 
people, especially someone who had good 
contacts with businessmen in Riyadh. Our 
talks led us to a discussion of business- 
men s participation in the country’s pro- 
jects and the role of the private sector in 
this sphere. 

We concentrated our deliberation on 
the negligence of the capital's merchants 
and businessmen in regard to private hos- 
pitals, which are so badly needed in this 
thickly-populated metropolis. The 
number of government and private hospi- 
tals has not increased in Riyadh for more 
than 10 years. I wonder why the country’s 
businessmen do not come forward to take, 
active part in the buufling of private hospi- 
tals. It is not difficult to understand that 
they can easily invest their funds in such 


projects and at the same time earn peo- 
ple’s appreciation for a humane job. 

In Jeddah, for instance, businessman 
earned popular applause by establishing 
nearly 10 private hospitals of good stan- 
dard. With this number, this cosmopolitan 
city seems to have achieved self- 
sufficiency since orders til at been issued to 
stop opening further hospitals in Jeddah. 

Seeing this, one fails to understand the 
reason that leads the capitaTs business- 
men away from such ventures in Riyadh 
and other towns of the Central Provinces. 
Needless to say, the need for soch hospi- 
tals is great and the gain a ccruing from 
these projects almost is ensured. Can we 
call it their slackness or lack of coopera- 
tion of officials circles with businessmen? 
The capital's health services are definitely 
not in prqporation to its present popula- 
tion, as the Riyadh of the eighties is quite 
different from the Riyadh of the old ages. 




Kingdom agrees 
to cooperation 
on railroads 

ISLAMABAD, Nov. 8 (SPA) — The 
Kingdom and Pakistan have agreed princi- 
pally on cooperation in the field of railway 
service, officials reported Saturday. The 
cooperation agreement would involve Tech- 
nical expertise and training. 

In a meeting with Pakistani railway 
authorities, a Saudi Arabian railroad delega- 
tion led by Sheikh Faisal Al-Shuhail, chair- 
man of the government railroad organiza- 
tion, decided that Pakistan would provide the 
Kingdom with the required engineering 
equipment for railroad service and help with 
training personnel. 

The Saudi delegation arrived here last 
week on a week-long visit. Sheikh Sbuhail 
met with Pakistani President Gen. ZianlHaq 
and other officials of the ministry of com- 
munications. 

The areas of cooperation include Pakis- 
tan's assistance in constructing railroads in 
the Kingdom, supply of railway carriages by 
Pakistan, raining erf Saudi Arabian railway 
personnel in Pakistani training institutes, and 
the provision of Pakistani railway engineers 
and experts to die Kingdom. 

Another field identified in this connection 
was dose cooperation between die Saudi 
Government Railroad Organization and the 
Pakistan railways and its subsidiary Railway 
Construction (Pakistan). 

Pakistan has a highly developed and 
sophisticated railway network linking up the 
remotest areas of the land. It has wide experi- 
ence of laying rail trades in different terrains 
inducting difficult deserts and mountainous 
ranges. 

The country produces most of its require- 
ments for rolling stocks and railway equip- 
ment locally and has recently signed an 
agreement with Japan for manufacturing 
diesel engines as welL

Arabs, Syria says 


DAMASCUS, Nov. 8 1 AP) — Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Assatf s government believes the 
I ran -Iraq war has weakened the Arabs' abil- 
ity to confront Israel and led to an increased 
U.S. presence in the Middle East officials 
here say. 

Syria's official media has attacked Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein's regime during 
the course of the war. now in its second 
month. But Syrian officials firmly deny 
Damascus has taken Iran's side or provided 
Tehran with military aid. 

The reason for not giving aid. these offi- 
cials suggest, is that Syria does not want to see 
any further weakening of Iraq's army, which 
sent 400 tanks and 18,000 men to the Syrian 
front in the 1973 MideasL war with Israel. 

“The United States had the ability through 
Camp David to take Egypt out of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. Now the Americans are tak- 
ing Iraq out of the straggle for the next few 
years.” Ahmad Iskander Ahmad, minister of 
information and a member of the ruling 
Baath Party leadership, said in a recent inter- 
view with the Associated Press. 

Syria and the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization share the view that the overall impact 
of the Gulf fighting is to weaken their cause. 

. “Those who are hurt most by the war are 
those who support the central Arab cause, 
which is the cause of the Palestinians." said 
Iskander. “We believe the war is not in the 
interest of the Iraqi or Iranian people." 

Syria has adopted an official position of 
neutrality even though it puts Damascus at 
odds with its prospective merger partner 
Libya, whose leader Muammar Qaddafi, has 


called on Arab states to align "with the Mus- 
lims of Iran instead of fighting them on 
America 's behalf." 

However. Syria's official media has sharply 
attacked Iraq for waging a war that diverts 
attention from the issue of Palestinian inde- 
pendence. 

The Damascus dai I y Al Booth newspaper at 
one point called the Iraqi leadership "per- 
verted." 

Claiming Syria and Libya were sending 
military supplies to Iran. Iraq broke relations 
with both co untries on Oct. 1 1. 

Iranian officials have also denied that they 
were getting military aid from Syria and 
Libya. 

Assad's government called on the Arab 
League to make an independent investiga- 
tion to disprove the allegations and insisted 
that Syria supported a peaceful solution to 
the conflict. 

"The Arab homeland and Iran are the real 
losers and the forces of imperialism andZion- 
ism are victorious.” said Iskander. “Syria 
finds no justification for that war and advo- 
cates stopping it because the conflict concern- 
ing the frontiers can be settled in more than 
one way without resorting to war." 

Iskander accused the United States of pro- 
longing the conflict with the aim of “realizing 
an increased American presence in the Arab 
homeland." He referred to an armada of U.S. 
warships clustered in or near the Gulf. 

Other U.S. objectives, he said, are to des- 
troy the development plans of both Iraq and 
Iran, divert attention from the Palestinian 
issue and divide Arab ranks. 



U.S. to test RDF in Egypt 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 8 (AP) — The U.S. 
Defense Department has announced it plans 
to airlift a small force of U.S. ground troops 
to Egypt next week in the first such overseas 
test of the new Rapid Deployment Force 
(RDF). 

The operation, involving about 1 ,400 army 
troopers and airmen as well as ground attack 
planes of the state of New Mexico National 
Guard, will be conducted under a news 
blackout imposed by the Egyptian govern- 
ment. 

Officials say they are puzzled why the 
Egyptians are barring any on-the-spot news 
converage of the arrival at Cairo west air- 
port of the desert maneuvers. 


The brief announcement said Egypt “has 
invited the U.S. to send a unit*’ from the 
Rapid Deployment Force “to take part in 
training with Egyptian ground forces wi thin 
the context of cooperation between the two 
countries in this field.” 

The main force, comprising a battalion and 
supporting units from the 101st Airborne 
Division based in Fort CampbelL Kentucky, 
will arrive in Egypt Nov. 12 and 13 for train- 
ing that will last about two weeks, the 
announcement said. 

They will then return to the United States, 
as will eight A- 7 ground attack planes flown 
by members of the New Mexico Air National 
Guard at Kirtland Air Force Base. 


Numeiri to visit Ethiopia Nov. 18

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 8 (AFP) — Presi- 
dent Jafaar Numeiri of Sudan will pay an 
official visit to Ethiopia beginning Nov. 18, 
the Ethiopian Foreign Ministry announced 
here Saturday.

New tremors hit Al Asnam; 20 hurt 


ALGIERS, Nov. 8 (AP) — A series of 
severe earth tremors shook the western 
Algerian city of Al Asnam Saturday, leaving 
20 people injured, half of them critically, the 
Algerian Press Service reported. The agency 
said most injuries were caused by falling 
debris from buildings that had been damaged 
in the quake that devastated this city Oct. 10. 

The critically wounded have been evacu- 
ated to hospitals in Sandkas and Oued Rhiou, 


the agency said. They include five children 
and one pregnant woman. 

More than 10,000 persons were killed or 
missing in Al Asnam and villages in a 160 
kilometer radius during last month’s disaster. 
Many bodies are believed still buried under 
the ruins and no complete death toll has been 
established thus far. 


Chadian vice-president sees 
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The new series of tremors began shortly 
after midnight and continued at intervals 
throughout the night until 0755 GMT. 


ANKARA, Nov. 8 (R) — Gen. David 
Jones, the top U.S. military commander will 
arrive in Turkey on Sunday for talks with the 
generals who seized power here in Sep- 
tember. 

A statement by die ruling National Sec- 
urity Council said Gen. Jones, chairman of 
the joint dtief of staff, would hold talks in 
Ankara with the military leaders and visit the 
regional NATO headquarters in the Aegean 
port of Izmir before leaving on Tuesday- . . .. 

He was invited by the council, which has 
confirmed its intention of maintaining its role 
in NATO since it came to power on Sept. 1 2. 

Relations between Turkey and the U.S. 
dropped to a low ebb in 1 975 when Washing- 
ton imposed an arms embargo on its ally after 
the Turkish invasion of northern Cyprus. The 
U.S. had been so far Turkey’s biggest arms 
supplier. 


end to war ‘within 10 days’ 


PARIS, Nov. 8 (AFP) — Chad’s seven- 
month-old civil war. in which thousands of 
Libyan troops have reportedly intervened 
over die past week, will be over within the 
next 10 days, Chadian Vice President Wadal 
Abdelkader Kamougue claimed here Friday. 

The armed Forces of the North (FAN) of 
former Defense Minister Hissene Habre 
were “in desperate straits” and “will be des- 
troyed wherever they are," he said. 

Col. Kamougue. whose Chadian Armed 
Forces (FAT) back Chadian President 
Goukouni Weddcye’s Popular Armed Forces 
(FAP), told reporters that if Habre was not 
“reduced to the silence of the hereafter.” he 
would be able to foment “new uprisings.” 

As soon as the fighting was over, he said, 
serious political peace talks would take place. 
His faction favored a decentralized govern- 
ment with power delegated to provincial 
authorities. 

Answering a question, he said it was “poss- 
ible" that Libyan arms were m Chad and that 


Libyan personnel were also there to help 
operate “sophisticated weapons.” 

“We have been forced to knock on all 
doors for help, even the doors of the devil,” 
Kamougue said. He said he had no know- 
ledge of any treaty of friendship or defense 
between Goukounf s government and Libya. 

The Chadian vice president, who arrived in 
Paris from Egypt, which unofficially favors 
Habre' s faction, said be had conferred with 
French Cooperation Minister Robert Galley 
about scholarships, credits for cotton cultiva- 
tion, and the general situation in Chad. 

He denied there was any movement for 
secession in southern Chad, of which he is the 
de facto political leader. 

Meanwhile, Galley told the French 
Chamber of Deputies Friday that France was 
“concerned" by the reported presence of 
Libyan troops in Chad. He said he could not 
confirm reports that there were as many as 
2,000 Libyan soldiers backed by heavy 
I weapons in Ch|d. 


RABAT. Nov. 8 (AFP) — King Hassan 
II of Morocco has opened a meeting here 
of the Tripartite Commission charged 
with working out a global strategy for 
countering Israeli moves with regard to 
Jerusalem and Palestine by the last Organ- 
ization ol Islamic Conference session. 


Participating in the meeting, held at the 
royal palace under the chairmanship of the 
king, were Presidents Ziaur Rahman of 
Bangladesh and Ahmad Sekou Toure of 
Guinea, as well as OIC Secretary-General 
Habib Chatti of Tunisia. 


The Tripartite Commission was called 
into being by a conference of OIC coun- 
tries' foreign ministers, who discussed a 
number of measures that could be applied 
against Israel and its supporters with a 
view to the recovery of Jerusalem, and the 
liberation of Israeli- occupied territories. 


The list of measures proposed, which 
include use of the oil weapon for leverage, 
will serve as the basis for the work of the 
Tripartite Commission, which when com- 
pleted is to be submitted to an Islamic 
summit meeting that in principle is 
scheduled to take place at the end of this 
month at Taif, Saudi Arabia.

Saudia flies to Bangkok

JEDDAH, Nov. 8 — A Saudi Arabian 
press delegation has returned over the 
weekend from Thailand after attending the 
opening of Saudia’ s direct ceremonies bet- 
ween Jeddah and Bangkok. 

The delegation, led by Saudia vice presi- 
dent of public relations Ibrahim Shawli, 
included senior company officials based in 
London and West Germany, and a journalist 
from a British daily newspaper, and a rep- 
resentative from TLhama advertising agency 
of Jeddah. 

Saudia country manager in Bangkok 
Khaled Khodary said the Tristar's L- 101 1 
inaugural flight Landed at Don Muang airport 
with full load and he expected more than 70 
per cent capacity for the two-way twice 
weekly direct flight between the kingdoms of 
Saudi Arabia and Thailand. 

Khodary said Saudia office in Bangkok, 
opened three months ago, will provide the 
** best service ” for passengers and expressed 
the hope of extending the company’ s services 
to other Far Eastern capitals. 

The aircraft, piloted by Captain Ahmed 
Sayes, touched down at Bangkok ten minutes 
ahead of schedule and the delegation and 
crew were received by Thai officials and 


members of the Saudi Arabian embassy. 

The flight, enjoyed by a very few world 
airlines, was of** an historic” importance to 
Saudia to further develop the friendly rela- 
tions between Saudi Arabia and Thailand, 
Khodary said. 

The new flight between the capitals erf the? 
two Kingdoms also “ indicates Saudia 1 s 
marked expansion ” since it began in May, 
1945. That year the state-run corporation 
began operations with three DCs planes, one 
of them presented by American President 
Roosevelt to the late King Abdul Aziz, the 
founder of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 

Saudia now has one of the most modem 
fleets with wide body jets forming the fauik of 
its long-haul operations.

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President-elect Reagan and his mandate

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REAGAN AND THE ARABS 


The Arab world owes Carter the ill-starred Camp 
David agreements, the divisive, less than honorable 
separate peace Egypt signed with Israel, the continua- 
tion and intensification of the injustices suffered by the 
Palestinians both in the occupied territories and outside 
them. 

Carter too is directly responsible for the billions of 
dollars poured into Israel, as well for the vast stores of 
ultra modem weapons enabling Israel to continue with 
its policy of aggression, expansion and persistent provo- 
cation. 

And it was Carter who ensured that the United 
Nations’ resolutions against Israel, over the issues of 
Jerusalem and the illegal settlements, were emasculated. 
It was Carter who fired his U -N. representative Andrew 
Young for daring to talk to the PLO representative. 

What, then, of Reagan from the Arab point of view? 

The president-elect went on record during his elec- 
toral campaign as a headlong supporter not of Israel in 
general, but of the most obscurantist and obstructionist 
section of its leadership, that of Begin. He specifically 
gave his support to Israel's steps over Jerusalem and the 
settlements; and went on to promise unlimited aid so 
that Israel remains impervious to Arab and international 
pressure for justice in the Middle East. 

Arab observers realize that electoral talk is not the 
same thing as a considered policy. But surely it affords 
sufficient indication on the future role of the United 
States in the Middle East. 


When Americans went to the polls Tuesday to 
select their president, they were angry and frus- 
trated. Their minds were on die deteriorating 
economy, die declining quality of life in America. 

The voters wanted a change — a dramatic change 
in national leadership . And in overwhelming num- 
bers, they decided Ronald Reagan was the man to 
lead them. 

The frustration and anger have been there for a 
long time. Bat until this week, these feelings hadnot 
coalesced into a political statement. The presiden- 
tial race had been extremely dose, with many voters 
undecided whether to blame the country's prob- 
lems on President Cater, and whether Reagan had 
the ability to solve them. 

But last Sunday, people began making up their 
minds. President Outer's televised speech Sunday 
evening on the hostage situation underscored die 
popular feelings of helplessness and frustration. 
Even though the year-old hostage crisis was not th£ 
key issue in people* s minds — economic woes were 
preoccupying most of the voters — the continued 
detention of die 52 Americans in Iran served as an 
unpleasant reminder of the Carter administration’s 


perceived ineffectiveness on a number of fronts. 

Carter's foreign policy, as such, did not play a 
significant role in Tuesday’s vote. Carter tried to 
emphasize foreign policy issues — such as nuclear 
non-proliferatiou and Reagan’s views on the use of 
U.S. troops in foreign trouble spots — but the vot- 
ers were not interested. 


Most Americans were concerned instead with 
such pocketbook issues as inflation, unemploy- 
ment, high taxes and the expanding government 
bureaucracy. Carter failed to provide the electorate 
with convincing solutions to these problems. Many 
of America's economic woes. Carter claimed, were 
beyond the control of any president For example, 
he blamed OPEC for the high inflation rate in the 
U.S. But many Americans found Carter’s argu- 
ments unconvincing. 

The sizable bloc of underided voters — perhaps 
1 0 to 20 percent of the electorate — whose support 
Carter desperately needed to win, abandoned the 
president in the final hours of the campaign and cast 
their lot with Reagan. 


The nationwide sweeps by the Republican candi- 
date, his party’s capture of the Senate (for the first 
. time in 26 years), apd major Republican gains in the 
House of Representatives all add up to a powerful 
public mandate for President-elect Reagan. 

The growing conservative trend in the country, as 


evidenced by Tuesday’s vote, is expected to enable 
Reagan to push through many of the domestic tax 
cuts, streamlining of the government bureaucracy, 
deregulation of private industry, and encourage- 
ment of domestic energy production. 

Likely to suffer will be the many social programs 
created under precious democratic administrations. 

On the foreign polity front, Reagan's mandate 
for action is less dear. He is expected to gain Con- 
gress support for expanded military spending, but 
there are serious questions whether the American 
public would back the use of U.S. troops in interna- 
tional crisis areas, as Reagan seems to favor. 

On the Middle East, the future policies erf the 
Reagan administration are also hazy. Arab leaders 
would be wise to ignore Reagan’s campaign 
rhetoric in support of Israel, since his aides adroit 
that the sole purpose of such pro-Zionist statements 
was to win the support of Jewish voters in the elec- 
tion. 

As it turned out, Reagan did not need the Jewish 
vote to defeat Carter. According to latest estimates, 
tile Republican candidate received about one- third 
of the Jewish votes nationwide, with Carter taking 
almost half and independent candidate John 
Anderson gening the rest. The JewidSf vote is usu- 
ally only a factor in dose elections, and Reagan's 
sweep was overwhelming in all parts of the country. 

Thus Reagan will not have to account to the 


American Jewish community for his future actions 
— unlike Carter in 1976. who owed his victory in 
such key states as New York and Florida to the 
support of Jewish voters. 

The Reagan campaign lost one of its key pro- 
Israeli advisers several weeks ago, with die migra- 
tion of foreign policy aide Richard Allen amid 
charges of influence peddling. Sources say Allen 
win not be a pan of the new administration, but 
there arc still a number of influential Zionists in the 
Reagan camp who, if given official posts in the new 
administration, could direct the course of Reagan's 
Middle East policy. 


But some observers believe Reagan will abandon 
these pro- Israeli aides in favor erf more balanced 
Middle East specialists from the traditional Repub- 
lican establishment. 


If this happens, Reagan, who still has a great ileal 
to learn about the Middle East, could prove to be 
far more sympathetic to the Arab world than Carter 
has been. 


It is important to keep in mind that a number of 
Reagan's key financial backers have been top 
executives of large U.S. corporations that deal on a 
regular basis with the Arab countries. These corpj 
rate officials, who favor dose ties with the Aram 
could have a major influence on Reagan’ s approarf? 
to tiie Middle East. ij 


America’s largest chemical contamination (II)

NEW YORK - 

The PBB disaster in Michigan, in which chemical 
poisoning spread throughout the population from 
contaminated animal feed in 1973, was not a single 
bizaire incident, but rather an expression of what 
can happen in any industrialized society. A quirk of 
fate chose as the earliest victim a farmer called Rick 
Halbert the only Michigan fanner with a master’s 
degree in chemistry. How would it have been if his 
farm had been spread? 

Would anyone else have taken the time and trou- 
ble to do tiie scientific research on cattlefeed which 
Halbert pursued for months, with no official 
encouragement?- Dr. would this disease which 
afflicted so many Michigan herds and baffled vet- 
erinarians have been written off as a medical curios- 
ity? 

Would it ever have been linked to the cases of 
mental confusion, digestive problems, skin ulcera- 
tions, bone deterioration, and miscarriages which 
subsequently happened to formerly healthy peo- 
ple? Or they to one another? Would anyone have 
thought of the possibility of a widespread toxicosis? 

Probably not. Which leads to the conjecture that, 
on a smaller scale, other contaminations may have 
gone undiagnosed. 

In every industrial country, these days, there are 
communities with an inexplicably hi g h incidence of 


some unlikely medical condition, such as liver 
cancer, leukemia or sterility. Who knows whether 
some local factory, chemical dump or nudear reac- 
tor was responsible? 

In the last two decades, man-made chemicals 
have been proliferating at the rate of thousands a 
year. The face of farming has been changed by new 
herbicides and pesticides. UJS. homes and work 
places and wardrobes are full of plastics and synthe- 
tics. But little attention bas been paid to balancing 
the risks against the benefits. The American data 
indicates that industrially-induced cancers are 
developing at a much faster rate than is cancer 
research. Meanwhile, new chemicals are put cm the 
market with no real knowledge of the long-term 
effects upon m ankin d and his environment. 

When Michigan was contaminated, the only • 
poisoning of which most local doctors had experi- 
ence was the acute kind which makes people 
immediately ill. They failed to understand a chronic 
toxicosis which builds up over months, slowly 
retarding bodily functions, and for a long time they 
insisted that PBB appeared to do no damage. u We 
were mired in a swamp of ignorance,” the state's 
director of public health later admitted. 

Far from helping the Michigan victims, all the 
institutions of democracy worked against their 
interests. After the bureaucrats, the .medical 
authorities, and the press had failed them, some 
sought compensation through the courts. They soon 
found that justice is weighted in favor of those 
industrial giants who can produce quantities of 
expert witnesses, and who can sustain for years the 
cost of appeals. 


After seven years, the only compensation which 
has been paid out in Michigan has been in out-of- 
court settlements, on terms dictated by the chemical 
and feed companies which were responsible for the 
damage. 

“We deserved much more than we received,” 
said one Michigan lawyer of a recent farm settle- 
ment “ But it would have meant going back to court 
for a long trial, and our money and energy had run 
out” . 

It would be tragic enough if this- were true only of 
Michigan. But while I was working on my book 
about PBB, the chemical contamination of Love 
Canal (near Niagara Falls) happened, then the nuc- 
lear accident at Three Mile Island in Pennsylvania. 

Covering these stories for The Observer, inter- 
viewing victims, was like living through a re-run of 
that other contamination which was never far from 


my mind. I kept remembering something Rick Hal- 
bert said about the PBB incident: “I imagined a 
nudear disaster would be something like this." 

He likened the people living dose to the reactor 
to the heavily contaminated farmers of his state;, 
those in the wider path of the fallout to the consum- ■; 
era who are farm products — “all of them suffering, 
with no one 'coming to their aid, while the utility 
company and the various government departments 1 
argue about who is responsible” 

Theoretically, the mix-up at Michigan Chemical 
Corporation was an aeddent which could never 
happen. So was Sevcso, Three Mile Island and Love 
Canal. If others are to be prevented, we must either 
live without the conveniences of a chemical and' 
nudear age — or find a beti ir way of dealing with 
the devastation and human misery when something 
in the new technology goes wrong. — (OFNS)

In a lead story, Aljaarah Saturday reported that 
Canadian Premier Pierre Trudeau would pay an 
official visit to Saudi Arabia mid-November to dis- 
cuss the Middle East issue and the Nonh-South 
dialogue.

In another page-one story jUJazirah quoted Egyp- 
tian Vice-President Hosni Mubarak as saying “our 
policy is in keeping with Reagan’ s declared polity’ . 

Newspapers put on their front pages stories on 
the arrival of Bangladesh President Zia-ur- 
Rahman in Jeddah, on his way to Rabat to attend 
the ongoing deliberations of die Jerusalem Com- 
mittee chaired by King Hassan U of Morocco. Also 
on front pages was a story on Interior Mi nist e r 
Prince Waifs ■s ubmissi on of copies of the fifth issue 
of Ins ministry’s Statistical Book to King Khaled, 
Crown Prince Fahd and Prince Abdullah, second 
deputy premier and commander of the National 
Guard. Al Medina played as a front page story a 
statement by the visiting Turkish Foreign Minister 



who said he looked forward to discussing several 
matters of mutual concern with his Saudi Arabian 
counterpart Prince Saud Al-FaisaLA / BUad said in a 
page-one story that King Khaled was to receive the 
Turkish Foreign Minister at the Royal Court in 
Riyadh Saturday. 

Newspaper editorials stressed the importance of 
the upcoming Arab summit conference in Amman. 
They said the conference would provide an oppor- 
tunity for Arab leaders to play a decisive role in 
regard to the Arab-Israeli conflict. They urged the 
Arab states to remain alert to Israel's possible 
attempt to exploit international circumstances and 
continue its assaults on South Lebanon. In an 
editorial, Al Medina reiterated that the Arab world 
would continue to remain optimistic that the US. 
would adopt a balanced stance on the Palestine 
issue. The paper said King Khaled* s congratulatory 
message to Ronald Reagan was a reminder of the 
fact that the government and people of Saudi 
Arabia and of the whole Islamic nation were anxi- 
ous to wipe out the Zionist tyranny on the people of 
Palestine. It called upon tiie U.S. to change its 
stances in the Middle East and act according to the 
resolutions of the United Nations which urge the 
Zionist entity to give up its expansionist policy. 

Al Jadrah and Al Riyadh warned against the 
Israeli attenqtts to exploit tiie present international 
situation and commit further aggression on Smith 
Lebanon to grab the Arab territory. So for as the 
Middle East is concerned, the paper said, there 


seemed to be no difference in the policy of Carter 
and Reagan, especially in regard to the recognition 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO ). Al 
Jadrah noted that Reagan's coming to power and 
his promises to Israel might encourage Israel to go 
ahead in its occupation plans. U added that Israel 
has proved through its recent attack on South 
Lebanon that the prevailing situation is quite suit- 
able to perpetrate further assaults on tiie Arab ter- 
ritory. 

Al Nadwa in an editorial called for an effective 
move by the Arabs to secure South Lebanon from 
the Israeli attacks. It added that the escalation of 
Israeli assaults immediately after Israeli President 1 s 
visit to Egypt and Reagan’s victory in the U.S. 
presidential elections unmasks Israefs real inten- 
tions in the region. It reiterated that the enemy’s 
object is not merely confined to tiie occupation of 
South Lebanon but stretches far beyond to feed and 
protest the secessionist dements, so it could be 
posable to create communal statelets and ignite 
strife among the people of one country. 

Al Tom warned against die Zionist attempt to 
implement an expansionist plot before a moderate 
attitude appears in Reagan’s policy after assumin g 
the Presidential chair. It commented that Israeli 
Premier Begin had seized the opportunity of U.S. 
elections to announce the annexation of Jerusalem, 
and sweep South Lebanon and erect more Jewish 
settlements on the occupied Arab lands. It reiter- 
ated that any such steps by the enemy would prove 


to be a grave threat to world peace. The paper 
touched on the Arab summit conference and said 
that the convening of such a conference has 
assumed great significance following the election of 


Reagan as the U.S. president. The conference 
would be called upon to map a comprehensive 
strategy, in order to be able to realize the aspira- 
tions of the Arabs and to create peaceful conditions. 
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In Amazonian lake 
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Gentle manatees move to a secure home

WASHINGTON, (SNS) - Nearly boated 
to extinction for its durable bide and delect- 
able meat, the Amazonian manatee, a gentle, 
homely aquatic mammal with no known 
enemies except man, may soon be making a 
comeback is its native waters. 

_ The endangered manatee is getting a 
timely assist from scientists at the National 
Institute for Amazonian Research (INPA), 
based in Manaus, Brazil, in the heart of the- 
wcnhfs largest river basin, and the Smithso- 
nian Tropical Research Institute, located in 
die Republic of Panama. 


American coosia. whose numbers have been 
greatly reduced by yeais erf intense commer- 
cial exploitation ami by the loss of the crea- 
ture's natural habitat resulting from indus- 
trial development. 

Between 1935 and 1954, an estimated 
400,000 manatee skins — ignnminiously des- 
tioed to become machine belts — were 
exported from Amazonia through tile river 
port of Manaus. Manatee have been legally 
protected as endangered ag h n a b in Brazil . 
since 1 967. Botevea now, because of dze vast 
areas involved (Brazil occupies half of the 
South American continim^ die inaccessibS- 
ity of wnirfa of the terrain and the few game

Tbese researchers, with support from the 
Brazilian national electric company, Eleo- 
rroBras, are hoping to breed manatee in the 
warm waters and lush vegetation of man- 
made tropical lakes formed from hydroelec- 
tric projects on tributaries of the Amazon 
River. The “ home-grown ” manatee would 
then be used to restock areas where the ani- 
mals populations have been depleted by 
hunting. 

The much-publicized phght of the Florida 
manatee, whose once-plentiful herds have 
dwindled to only 1,000 animals, has over- 
shadowed the crisis confronting its South 


wardens av ailable to enforce the laws, man- 
atee continue to be killed, primarily for their 
meat 

Protection of the Amazonian manatee also 
hfts been h am pered by a lack of information 
about their ecology and life history, accord- 
ing to Dr. G. Gene Montgomery, a biologist 
at the ^ mi Turcoman Tropical Research Insti- 
tute who is working on the manatee conserva- 
tion project with his Brazilian colleagues, 
Drs. Robin G Best and . HU Magnussen at 
INPA 

This much is known : The Amazonian 
manatee lives in freshwater — in lakes, flood 


plains and long river channels — wherever 
there is enough vegetation for them to feed. 
As adnlts, the torpedo- shaped, round-tailed 
creamies may grow to 10 feet in length and 
may weigh up to 2,000 pounds. 

To maintain ihk size, the striedy herbivor- 
ous ani m als devour large amounts of such 
aquatic plants as sea grasses and water 
hy a on fhs , a trait which some ecologists 
believe could be used to control undesired 
aquatic vegetation that frequently chokes 
tropical irrigation canals, lal« and water- 
ways. 

However, nnHk» tile Florida manatee, 
which has been studied directly by scientists 
m its native habitat, the Amazonian manatee 
is extremely difficult to find and observe. 
“They arc shy creatures and arc usually com- 
pletely submerged in the water,” Montgom- 
ery says. “ When they come up to breathe, all 
you can see is a set of nostrils. Moreover, 
visibility in the muddy waters of the Amazon 
and its major tributary systems where they 
live is only 3 to 6 feet at most.” 

To solve this problem, Montgomery and 
Best developed a method to keep trade of 
manatee by using radio transmitters. Mont- 
gomery had previously carried out extensive 
radio- tracking studies of terrestrial mam- 
mals, and Best had been working since 1976 
on methods for rearing and maintaining 
manatee in captivity. This collaboration 
resulted in a successful demonstration that an 
Amazonian manatee could be captured, held 
m captivity, fitted with a radio transmitter, 
released unharmed into native waters and 
followed closely for a relatively long period of 
time. 

_ This mini-field study provided the under- 
pinning for a prototype manatee relocation 
project which began late last year. Wife the 
cooperation of Amazonian natives. Best, 
Magnussen, Montgomery and their col- 
leagues traveled upriver from Manaus to cap- 
ture manatee which had become stranded in 
areas where the water levels were low 
because of drought or because the water had 
been diverted to other purposes. Left to their 
own devices, the docile manatee, which do 
not defend themselves even when attacked, 
would undoubtedly become the prey of hun- 
ters. 

In a series of three trips, the scientists net- 
ted 19 animals and brought them back to 
Manaus by boat. The manatee spent the 
four- and- a- half- day boat ride peacefully laz- 
ing about in make-shift swimming pools.

wiih" Montgomery says. “Although they 
wouldn't win any beauty contests, they are 
endearing, interesting and nonaggressive 
animals . Theyactasif they enjoy be ing ha n d- 
led. Anyone who works with them likes them 
immediately.'' 

From Ma n aus, the manatee traveled again 
by boat, few three-and-a-half days, to Saa- 
tarcm, a town located near the newly formed, 
21 -242-act tropical I -afar Oinia-una, created 
by Brazes massive hydroelectric develop- 
ment along the Amazon. There, each a nimal 
was weighed, measured and examined, and a 
miniature radio transmitter was fastened as a 
collar around the narrow portion of the ani- 
mal’s body above its terminal fin. This past 
spring, the animals took a final two- arid- 
half-hour truck ride to Lake Cunia-una, 
where they were released into their new 

home. 

For the next several years, the whereab- 
outs and habits of these manatee — and as 
many as 30 additional animate that will be 
captured and relocated — will be followed by 
scientists, who will track the animals via radio 
signals transmitted from their collars. The 
signals will be monitored with the help of 
antennas mounted on small aluminum boats 
in die lake. 

“By following the animals daily for long 
periods of time,” Montgomery says, “we 
hope to find out where they live in the lake 
and what kinds and how much vegetation 
they eat. In about a year or so, wc will use the 
radio signals to find and recapture the ani- 
mals. This will a allow us to determine their 
weight gain and general health. Young man- 
atee in the lake will be captured and marked, 
and in this way we can monitor the growth of 
the population." 

Montgomery, Best and other scientists are

hopeful that the relocated manatee will thrive 
and reproduce in the man-made lake. If 
things go as planned, the manatee will also 
keep the lake dear of unwanted vegetation. 

If they do, then a large-scale program of 
stocking such lakes with manatee to form 

breeding populations could be undertaken. 

Eventually, some manatee might be relo- 
cated to native areas where they no longer 
exist. Similar programs could be 
implemented for the two other endangered 
manatee species — the West Indian manatee 
(which is die same as the Florida spedes) and 
the African manatee. 

The Amazonian. West Indian and African 
manatee, along with a dose relative, the 
dugong of the lodo-Pacific region, arc the 
only four species left in the once- sizable col- 
lection of animals known as the Si tenia. Fos- 


sil records indicate that these large aquatic 
mammals, which date bade 50 million yean, 
were at one time widerspread near the coasts 
of the warmer seas of the world. 

The largest of the sirens. Stcllcr's sea cow. 
literally was eaten out of existence by hungry 
seal hunters within a few decades of its dis- 
covery in 1741 in the Bering Sea. Whether 
the manatee escapes this fate may hrrtgc oo 
the outcome of projects such as die ooc in 
Brazil. 


Montgomery admits that he would love to 
see the manatee as plentiful as in the days 
when sailors, too long at sea, mistook them 
for mermaids. "It will probably be many 
years before wc know whether wc have mxdc 
an impact.” he says. "But right now, the 
manatee can use all the help it can get. "

4 OPEC members 


to seek price rise 


ALGIERS, Nov. 8 (R) — Ofl ministers of 
the four African OPEC members gathered in 
Algiers Saturday for a meeting which oil 
industry sources said might result in their 
seeking a price rise. The aim of the three-jday 
talks, the first of their kind, is to coor d i na te 
the oil policies of Algeria, Libya, Nigeria and 
Gabon. 

Algeria and Libya are among the pricing 
mili tants whithin the 1 3- member Oiganza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

The official Algerian News Agency said 
the ministers would also consider the plight of 
developing countries, particularly in Africa, 
hit by the suspension of oil exports from Iraq 
and Iran because of the Gulf war. 

The agency did not say specifically that the 
four would export extra oil available to needy 
countries but it said the ministers would study - 
“the possibility and means of supply to 
developing countries, notably the African 
countries." Algerian officials have said 
privatly that $40 for a $42 U.S. gallon barrel 
would be a reasonable price by the end of this 
year for die premium sweet crudes produced 
by the African exporters. 

Tbey now change around $37 a barrel 
compared with $30 far the heavier Saudi 
Arabian light crude which serves as the 
marker on which other OPEC prices are 
aligned. 


prices, said earlier this year the African pro- 
ducers should trim their rates to achieve a 
unified OPEC pricing structure with a nar- 
rower differential between the marker and 
their prices. 

Oil ministers of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Coun tires (OPEC) last 
met in Vienna in September when they 
agreed to freeze prices until the next regular 
pricing session of the 13 -member group in 
Bali, Indonesia, Dec. 15. 

Since the Vienna session, when a glut pre- 
vailed in the world market, the Gulf war has 
robbed the world of Iraqi and Iranian oil 
exports totaling nearly foCr million Barrels 
Per Day (BPD) or more than one-tenth of 
total OPEC output. 

Tony Machintosh, partner and oil analyst 
with British Brokers Wood Mackenzie, said 
he did not think that in the long term pre- 
mium African crudes would be worth more 
than a five-doUar differential above the 
marker Saudi Arabian light crude. 

Saudi light is at present priced at $30 a 
barrel although Mackintosh said he would be 
surprised if Saudi Arabia raised it to $32 or 
$34 at the next OPEC pricing session. 

The Saudis, the biggest producers, and 
Kuwait, the United Arab Emirates and Qatar 
held a meeting of their oil ministers in 
October to discuss the effects of the Gulf war. 
One result was that they are making a total of 
about one million BPD of extra oil available. '

OPEC board of governors 
to hold talks this month 


VIENNA, Nov. 8 (Agencies) — The sec- 
retary general erf the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), Rene 
Ortiz conririiiea Friday the OPEC board of 
governors will meet here Nov. 28 as 
scheduled and that OPEC oil ministers win 
meet the following month in Bali, Indonesia, 
Dec 15. 

The secretary general's confirmation was 
contained in the Friday report of OPECs 
News Agency. An OPEC su mmit in Baghdad 
and a consultative meeting of oil ministers 
last month were postponed, while a se minar 
scheduled to start here Nov. 24 was post- 


poned to the first half of 1981. 

Ortiz said the board of governors, among 
other things, will prepare fee oil ministers 
meeting in Bali. 

Ortiz said it will be a regular meeting of the 

oil ministers as OPEC also has some ‘‘ordi- 
nary business” to handle, some of it dealing 
with coordination policies of fee petroleum 
industry. 

In Jakarta fee widely-circulated afternoon 
newspaper Sinar Hanzpan Friday questioned 
whether fee forthcoming meeting erf OPEC 
in Bah should still be held in view of fee 
Iran-Iraq conflict.

LONDON, Nov. 8 (AFP) — The likely 
effects of fee U-S. presidential election 
dominated sentiment on the commodity 
markets this week. Prior to the result, trading 
was very quiet but firm. 

•Subsequently, following the landslide vic- 
tory of Ronald Reagan, speculative* buying 
of gold other metals and rubber developed as 
it was felt that the new administration would 
be more “hawkish" on defense — which in 
turn would be “good” for these essential 
commodities.

Bread is also hard to find regularly in War- 
saw and heating fuel is becoming scarce 
throughout fee country. Officials say home- 
wives are panic buying and hoarding, but fee 
majority of disgruntled shoppers disagree. 

“I do not remember such a winter.” one 
housewife said at a queue outside a grocer’ s 
store. The national press has reported a 
mounting demand for the introduction of full 
scale food rationing. 

In Warsaw today, housewives, elder peo- 
ple and even children were in lines outside 
and made shops. At a butcher shop, people 
waited an hour for fee delivery of new sup- 
plies. A van arrived but it carried only several 
dozen kilos of packed beef. 

“It's nearly all bones." someone shouted 
from the front of the queue. Those at fee back 
got none. A salesgirl was asked at a grocery 
what she thought of the situation. “There's 
nothing to think about It's simply misery and 

disaster, she replied. 


Another newspaper, Warrzawy. cal- 
led on the authorities to “bring some order to 
fee impoverished and erratic food market" 
The food shortages are partly the result of a 
succession of natural disasters this year J — 
floods, heavy rain and early -frost in which 
have decimated crops in the fields. The poor 
harvests could not have come at a worse time 
for Poland. 

The social tension which burst into a labor 
revolt this summer when the price of meat 
went up, was fuelled by anger and frustration 
at the long queues.

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Computer Frenchman’s answer 

Thriller promises better world 


PARIS, Nov. S (OFNS) — Will a 
despairing world with its back to the wall 

grasp the tiny bright object that represents 
its only chance of rescue? The question is 
beipg asked by French politician and 
journalist Jean- Jacques Servan-Schreiber 
in a book called Le Defi Mondial (The 
World Challenge) which is being marketed 
with messianic fervor in 16 languages 
including three Indian dialects. 

The 56-year-old author, who is known 
by his initials JJSS, has enlivened and con- 
fused the French political scene with a 
career as a politician that now appears to 
have run out of steam. 

His aim inLeDtfi is to produce a primer 
on the world’s economic crisis intelligible 
to readers of any nation. The main events 
that have led the West to recession, the 
Arabs to riches, the Japanese to success 
and the Third World to ever increasing 
poverty are marshaled in a thriller writer’s 
narrative style with suspenseful chapter 
headings — “The Paris Plot." ’The Cry of 
McNamara. ” “The Laughter of Honda," 
“Indira’s Problem." 

But JJSS has a solution to the world" s 
problems. Almost half the book is given 
over to outlining his belief that the 
micro-processor, the mini-computer 
which is easily made and costs almost 
nothing, can be used to bring employment 
to the Third World and open new markets 


for the suffocating economies of the West. 

First reactions to Le Drfi in Europe 
range from the qualified admiration of 
French critics to the outright rejection of 
the German magazine Oer Spiegel which 
headlined its review " Der Grosse Bluff." 

The zest and deep concern for the Third 
World of JJSS outweigh the reservation of 
the principal French reviewers, one or rwo 
of whom worked with the author on the 
brilliant team he gathered two decades 
ago on the magazine L 'Express. 

The doubts are centered mainly on 
JJSSs happy ending — the micro- 
processor solution. "That's where, to our 
way of thinking, the book goes off the 
rails." writes Pierre Drouin of Le Monde. 

The author is dinging to his cure for the 
world's ills with undimmed enthusiasm. 
He announced to a radio audience a few 
days ago: "lam for the first time in ray life 
resolutely optimistic. If we can manage 
our resources in the difficult years ahead a 
very exciting future will open out to us — a 
job for everyone in the world." 

JJSS contends that the OPEC powers 
took a derision a few months ago to invest 
their money in the Third World rather 
than in Swiss and in European real estate. 
He believes that it is now up to the West 
and Japan to see that the Third World 
skips the outdated industrial era and is 
brought straight into the computer age. 


"The day of large cities is over." JJSS says. 

■ Within the space of a generation the 
backward populations of the Third World 
can make the change to a micro- processor 
society in which people can perform the 
relatively simple computer operations 
without leaving their villages. 

The reflection and research behind Le 
Dqi was the work of an ad hoc group of 
international talents called Le Croupe de 
Paris which JJSS has deployed across the 
world. The high-pressure salesmanship 
behind the book is now recouping the 
exists of this operation. 

But what is uppermost for JJSS. who 
has a considerable personal fortune, is to 
be in the forefront of a crusade for “the 
computerization of the world." He inevit- 
ably raises hackles. His opponents point 
with irritation to the way in which he is 
attaching the name of his book to the 
computer controversy which was well 
under way before he came on the scene. 

On French radio and television JJSS cal- 
led last week for the immediate opening of 
“a great debate" about the issues involved 
in the micro-processor revolution and 
how it can transform education and emp- 
loyment. JJSS suggested that his book 
could provide the basis for debate in 
schools and help "every citizens" to reach 
a decision on the subject — which sounds 
like the son of sale publishers dream 
about. 


American film star McQueen dies of heart attack 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8 (R) — Film star 
Steve McQueen, who had lung cancer, died 
Friday in Juarez Mexico, of a heart attack, a 
spokesman for the actor said here. McQueen 
was 50 years old. 

McQueen died at Santa Rosa Clinic several 
hours after he had undergone an operation 
for the removal of a tumor, the spokesman 
said. "The operation was deemed to have 
been successful, but apparently proved too 
much of a strain for McQueen,” the spokes- 
man said. 

McQueen’s wife of 11 months, Barbara 
and his two children, a daughter, Terry, 21,

Zhivkov ’s daughter gains power in Bulgaria 


SOFIA, Nov. 8 (R) — Bulgarians are 
beginning to feel the impact of LyudmiLla 
Zhivkova, the energetic daughter of the 
country's durable president 

At the tender age, by Communist stan- 
dards. of 38, she is for practical purposes the 
second most powerful person in Bulgaria, 
and one of the two most influential women in 
Eastern Europe. 

Mrs. Zhivkova is responsible for education 
culture and science in the Communist Party 
Politburo, the top body, and is also minister- 
ial head of the state committee of culture. 

Her meteoric rise through the ranks as she 
joined the Politburo last year without becom- 
ing a candidate member first as is usual — has 
to expectation that she could become the first 
woman to head an Eastern bloc country in 
succession to her father, Todor Zhivkov, who 
has led Bulgaria for a quarter of a century. In 
an interview’, she shrugged off the suggestion, 
saying: "Thq.question is of no concern to me, 
only to journalists. Only time will provide the 
answer." 

The only other possible candidate around 
is Elna Ceausescu, the 6l-year-oId wife of 
Romanian President NIcolae Ceausescu. 
Mrs. Ceausescu, a member in the permanent 
bureau of the Romanian Communist Party, a 
sort of "inner cabinet”, was earlier this year 
appointed first deputy prime minister, mak- 
ing her formally number two in Romania. 


Mrs. Zhivkova, a slim, intense woman with 
dark hair pulled back tightly over her head, is 
one of the more enigmatic personalities in 
Eastern Europe, combining the practical and 
theoretical in an unusual blend: On the prac- 
tical ride, she has opened up Bulgaria to out- 
side culture, including much more from the 
West, and has revamped the education sys- 
tem to emphasize work-relaxed training for 
students. 

At the same time she has thrown herself 
into the pursuit of “new socialist man”, an 
abstract ideal that appears to combine orien- 
tal mysticism, European philosophy and 
Marxist doctrine in a mixture that even some 
of her admirers find puzzling. 

In an effort to raise die level of aesthetic 
education, Bulgaria has set up local culture 
councils in every town and village. “ We want 
to make people active rather than passive 
consumers of culture ” Mr. Zhivkova said. 

She has injected much of her considerable 
energy and a sizeable chunk of Bulgaria’s 
national resources into expanding the state's 
cultural activities. She has organized an 
exhibition of Leonardo da Vinci, sent on tour 
a collection of Thracian treasures from Bul- 
garia’s early rimes, and is now involved in 
organring next year’s 1.300th anniversary 
celebration. 

She was also behind the construction of a 
giant culture center in central Sofia, including 


a hall where next year’s Communist Party 
congress will take place. • ■ 

Not everyone is happy with what she is 
doing. Some Bulgarians resent the high cost 
of the culture center in die current lean inter- 
national economic dimate, which has hit this 
country as hard as any. Some of the old-guard 
orthodox Communist Party, members are 
reported to be concerned about the recent 
flood of Western films and books .into the 
country, although it is still on a selective oasts. 

According to Western diplomats the big 
buildup to next year's anniversary is unlikely 
to please the Soviet Union, which is tradi- 
tionally suspicious of nationalist feelings that 
could loosen ties to Moscow. Some of Bul- 
garia’s neighbors are reported to be worried 
that the anniversary mi ght be used to revive 
old territorial disputes, such as with Yugos- 
lavia over Macedonia. Mrs. Zhivkova dismis- 
ses these fears as groundless, saying: “Bul- 
garia has the right to understand its place in 
the -wodd." 

' A young Bulgarian .journalist acknow- 
ledged that Mrs. Zhivkova had detractors as 
well as admirers. “She is a little unorthodox, 
but we need someone like her to bring in new 
ideas, and get them into practice,’’ he said. 

Western diplomats give her high marks for 
intelligence, energy and organizational abil- 
ity. “She has promoted several friends to 
important positions, but they all seem very 
able technocrat types,” one said.

Warsaw may halt 
strike with troops 


WARSAW, Nov. S (AFP) — The Polish 
Communist Party -would use troops to avert a 
strike threatened for Wednesday and may 
prohibit stoppages in sectors sadb as the food 
industry, a top party official said here. 

Solidarity, labor leader Lech Walesa’s 
union federation, has threatened to call a 
strike for that day if it is not satisfied with a 
supreme court ruling on a Warsaw court’s 
alteration of die union statutes. The supreme 
court is to meet on Monday. 

The current polish situation is particularly 
difficult, the party official told Western jour- 
nalists Friday night. 

A strike would constitute the greatest poss- 
ible danger for the country, and increase lack 
of discipline and chaos, she said. Troops 
oould be used to help maintain order in 
Poland but will not participate in a solution of 
the crisis, the official said. The army had 
other functions — which she did not specify 
— and the Russians were perfectly aware of 
this, she said.

Pakistan clinches cricket victory

RAWALPINDI, Nov. 8 A Middle rate 
Pakistan President’s Eleven Friday clinched 
victory from the teeth of near-certain .defeat 
at the hands of mighty West Indies line up in 
die opening at 3-day fixture a 68-day tour, 
after the home batsmen went for an orgy of 
runs to pull oft the feat 

The tourists with a first innings lead of 127 
set a near impossible target of 314 after they 
declared at 186 for 3 this morning in their 
second innings. 

The President’s Eleven heroically accept- 
ing the challenge reached the target with 5 
wickets in hand and 41 deliveries still to go. 
Skipper Javed MiandacTs 130 and an 
unbeaten hurrican knock of 58 by all rounder 
Imran Khan made the home rides 314 poss- 
ible in less than 240 minutes. 

Final score: Presidents Eleven 120 and 214 
for 5 wickets: West Indies 247 and 186 for 3 
declared. 

A crowd of 15,000 held their breath, at the 
Pindi Club grounds after Imran hit four con- 


scctive sixes off David Party’s last over 
equalising the West Inches 313 target. A leg 
bye in the next over decided the match, a 
poor beginning for the win dies 68-day tour 
including 4 tests. 

President Zia ul Haq also watched his team 
in action for some time today.

Who goofed? 

Polls’ close call was Reagan sweep 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP) — The 
Ronald Reagan steamroller not only flat- 
tened many Democratic politicians, but also 
denied the reputations of U.S. polls and poll- 
sters for failing to gauge tile magnitude of the 
Republican victory. 

Most published polls just before last Tues- 
day’s election said the race between Reagan 
and Jimmy Carter was “too dose to call" but 
Reagan trounced !he incumbent by 10 per- 
centage points in the local vote. 

While explanations of the difference vary, 
what is certain is no poll correctly called 
Reagan's margin. Some were doser than 
others, but none was on the mark. 

Some pollsters say there was a last-minute 
surge for Reagan as Americans’ frustrations 
boded' over on Election Day. Others say 
there-' was' just a steady movement toward 
Reagan in the last week that some polls 
detected and some did not partly because 
they stopped polling too soon. 

Ironically, several polls put Reagan in the 
lead in their final surveys, but the caution 
painfully learned from years of experience 
with the strengths and weaknesses of polls led 
many to judge the election as “too dose to 
cati." 

Three published national polls were con- 
ducted between the Carter- Reagan debate 
and tile election. The poll that came the clos- 
est to the outcome was done by Louis Harris 
as part of the ABC news-Harris partnership. 

Harris’ last survey, based on interviews 
with 1,997 likely voters on Nov. 2, put 
Reagan at 46 per cent and Carter at 41 per 
cent, a five-point edge. Harris found a similar 
margin when he put together all 16,000 
interviews from OcL 20 through Nov. 3. 

The final poll by the Gallup organization 
put file race at 47 per cent for Reagan and 44 
per cent for Carter. That was based on inter- 
views with about 2,000 likely voters from 
Oct. 30 through Nov. 1. 

CBS News and the New York Times ’ final 
survey, based on 2,264 interviews weighted 
for turnout conducted Oct. 30 through Nuv. 
1, gave Reagan 44 per cent and Carter 43 per 
cent. 

The results of the CBS- New York Times 
survey made the race well within the three- 
point error margin inherent in polls that size. 
The Gallup poll was on the outer edge of that 
sampling error margin, which was acknow- 
ledged by a Gallup news release before the 
election. 

Andrew Kohut, executive vice president of 
Gallop, said the Galhip polls in the 10 days 
before the election showed small, but steady 
gains for Reagan, with little movement by 
Carter. But the final results remained within 


the polTs error margin, leading Gallup and 
others to a conservative interpretation of the 
results. 

Kohut said the interviewing was not con- 
tinued Sunday and Monday because of the 
belief.— now under question — that the elec- 
tion is fairly static in those final hours. War- 
ren Mitofsky, director of the election and 
survey unit of CBS News, also said there was 
movement to Reagan in the final 48 hours 
before the election. 

Carter’s pollster, Patrick Caddell, has said 
bis polling Sunday night and Monday showed 
a sudden shift toward Reagan due to Ameri- 
cans" frustrations, focussed in those final 
hours on the hostages still held in Iran. 

Richard Wznhlin, Reagan’s head pollster, 
said his polls found no such sudden move- 
ment He said his surveys detected a steady 
movement toward Reagan after tire former 
California governor’s performance in the 
debate calmed fears that he was a “war- 
monger.” 

Harris said in an interview Friday that he 
found some movement in his late polls as 
more and more people became negative 
about Carter. “It was widening at that point 
Jimmy Cartel was finally tiie issue in the elec- 
tion,” he said. 

Harris’ analysis suggested that Reagan 
would win. Hams said on the morning of 
election day that it could be a landslide for 
Reagan. 


But his final poll was still five points low on 
Reagan's margin. Harris now attributes 
about 20 percentage points to the last-minute 
impact of the Tran crisis and about three per- 
centage points to the decline in turnout. 
Turnout was about 52 per cent m the presi- 
dential race, down from 54.4 per cent in 
1976. 

Harris’ own polls did not show a last- 
minute shift of the magnitude that Caddell 
found. The five-point margfn in his late poll 
was the same as from die surveys earlier in 
the week. 

The last-minute shift argument also had no 
support in the results of the Associated 
press-NBC News polls of voters on Election 
Day. Those surveys taken outside polling 
booths across the country found no move- 
ment at all in the final days, toward Reagan. 
So the evidence on what happened is not 
condusive. 

Bums Roper, president of his own research 
firm, said he doesn't find any of the explana- 
tions satisfying. “The polls and the pollster 
missed something fundamental,'* he said, 
adding that, “no one has explained what drat 
is.” 

Petter Hart, a private pollster who gener- 
ally works for Democratic candidates, said 
the pollsters and the media became too ena- 
mored of tire “horse race” question of match- 
ing the candidates and overlooked the basic 
facts of the race. 


Red Cross stops Cambodia food 


BANGKOK, Nov. 8 (AFP) — The deci- 
sion by tire Red Cross to halt its feeding of 
Cambodians along Thailand" s eastern border 
may cause political waves in this country, 
already tense over virtually sharing a com- 
mon border with Vietnam for the first time. 

When the International Red Cross here 
made the announcement Friday, it stressed 
there were not any political considerations 
behind its decision to pull out of the “land- 
bridge”, and operation it conducted jointly 
with the United Nations Children's 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF). - 

This joint operation to feed 600,000-plus 
starving Cambodians gathered along the 
border between Thailand and Vietnamese- 
controlled Cambodia has been going on for 
about a year. The two international organiza- 
tions also instituted an airlift of emergency 
relief directly into Phnom Penh, the Cambo- 
dian capital now under control of the 
Hanoi-backed Heng Samrin regime. 

Earlier this year, Thai authorities dashed 
with the international organizations when it 
was suggested that the cross-border feeding 
operation might be limited, or phased out 


The Thais threatened to stop relief to 
Phnom Penh and die Cambodian deqi water 
port of Kompong Som going through Thai- 
land, and a compromise' was eventually 
readied behind dosed doors. 

With Cambodia's end-of-year harvest 
expected to be able to feed' the country for at 
least , part of next year, the Red Cross feels 
that the emergency situation at the bolder no 
longer pasts. Its medical and tracing opera- 
tions will continue. 

UNICEF, the leading agency, win continue 
to handle die cross-border feeding until the 
end of March next year.

Oil cut speeds Brazil 9 s acceptance of sugar-cane fuel 


RIBEIRAO PRETO, Brazil, Nov. 8 
(WP) — Pure sugar-cane alcohol has begun 
flowing through Brazil's service station 
pumps in a rapidly expanding program that 
has drawn attention from oil-dependent 
nations throughout the world. 

By the end of this year, according to offi- 
cial estimates, 280.000 Brazilian auto- 
mobiles will be running on straight alcohol 
— with slightly lower mileage than their 
gasoline counterparts, but much lower fuel 
costs. 

Of this number, 30,000 are converted 
conventional automobiles (the conversion 
costs about $400), and the rest are brand 
new cars, mostly Volkswagens and Fiats, 
with the bright “Alcohol” sticker flashing 
the boost erism with which Brazil has been 
trying for the last five years to start weaning 
itself from expensive imported o3. 

The Iraman- Iraqi war has brought sud- 
den new fervor to what was already becom- 
ing a national alcohol crusade. President 
Joao Figueiredo and many of his aides drive 
alcohol cars, and experimentation had 
already begun on alcohol-powered 
armored cars, airplanes, farm generators, 
helicopters and outboard motor engines. 

The war deprived Brazil of 40,000 bar- 


rels per day of imported Iraqi oil — half of 
BrazITs total oil imports, which account for 
80 per cent of die nation’s needs. Reserves 
in storage and increased exports from other 
countries have forestalled major problems, 
but the price of gas shot up 18 per cent, &U 
gas stations W re dosed on weekends, 
trucks were ordered to travel only with full 
loads, and there is talk now of pushing for 
an all-alcohol automobile fleet not by the 
end of the decade, as originally planned, but 
by 1985. 

The alcohol program was unveiled to a 
dubious public just two years after the 1973 
oil price increase added huge expenses to 
the Brazilian economy. Now motorists, 
faced with $3 a gallon gasoline and four 
months waiting lists for alcohol cars, are 
said to be illegally converting their engines 
to take the $150 per gallon aloohoL Some 
gas stations selling gasobol, the 20 per cent 
alcohol mix that will power conventional 
engines, have been caught mixing 40 per 
cent alcohol in the save money, which plays 
havoc with a gasoline engine's timing. 

In good cropland like the flat red soil 
around Ribeirao Preto, the sudden new lure 
of sugar cane is making the first of what 


could become profound changes in agricul- 
tural landscape and economics not only for 
Brazil but also for the smaller nations like 
Costa Rica and the Philippines, which 
reportedly have already begun negotiating 
for distiller equipment of their own. 

If the idea ever caught on, it may spread 
to the United States, where any major 
alcohol program would probably have to 
come mostly from com and grams. 

In $ao Paulo state, the rich swath of 
Brazil that stretches south from Ribeirao 
Preto, the number of hectares planted in 
sugar cane have doubled within the last five 
years, according to government figures. In a 
nation where drought and intense export 
cultivation have forced non-export crops 
such as rice and beans (the staples of the 
poor) to either drop or barely hold tbeix 
own, national cane production has 
increased by almost 50 per cent. 

Ribeirao Preto’ s Santa Elis a plant churns 
15.000 tons of fresh-cut dine per day into 
vats. The men work 1 2-hour shifts, 24 hours a 
day, and still the trucks heaped with cane line 
up outside in the beat, waiting to unload. 

There are dozens of other distilleries mak- 


ing alcohol in Brazil and authorities have 
approved 285 more for government financ- 
ing so generous that in some cases the low 
interest rates amount to subsidies. In the 
north, on a site reportedly purchased from a 
consortium that inducted the Rockefeller 
family and ARCO chairman Robert Ander- 
son, the ground is being cleared for the big- 
gest aloobol distillery in the world. 

All these distilleries will probably need far 
more cane than Brazil now grows. Even 
though sugar and coffee have traditionally 
been die nation's largest export craps, the 
growing need for alcohol may eventually lead 
to a sharp increase in sugar cane croplands 
here at the expense of other crops. This in 
turn may force food prices upwards. 

The decision to turn to energy crops to fuel 
“is certain to drive food prices upward, thus 
leading to more severe malnutrition among 
the poor" argues Lester Brown, of the 
research institute Woridwatch.“In effect, the 
more affluent one-fifth of the population who 
own most of the autombfies will dramatically 
increase their individual claims on cropland 
from roughly one to at least three acres, 
further squeezing the millions who are at the 
low end of the Brazilian economic ladder."
